1 . WE APPRECIATE EMBASSY'S THOUGHTS ON TEAM VISIT WHICH 
CLOSELY PARALLEL OUR OWN. PROCEEDING ON THE ASSUMPTION 
THAT ALL TRR RELATED ISSUES WILL BE RESOLVED AND THAT THE 
TRR FUEL MEASUREMENT PROGRAM WILL TAKE PLACE AS SCHEDULED 
JULY 7-21, WASHINGTON AGENCIES ARE PREPARING FOR TEAM VISIT 
TO TAKE PLACE DURING WEEK OF JULY 24-30. 
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2. WE AGREE THAT, FOR PRACTICAL REASONS AND TO IMPRESS 
UPON ROC THE CONTINUITY OF OUR NON-PROLIFERATION CONCERNS 
WE SHOULD EIELD AS FAR AS POSSIBLE THE JANUARY 1977 TEAM. 
CONSEQUENTLY, THIS JULY'S TEAM WILL BE LED BY GERALD HEL- 
FRICH (DOE) AND WILL INCLUDE DAVID BROWN (EA/ROC), JORG 
MENZEL (ACDA), DEAN COOPER (OES/NET), ROY WYMER (OAK 
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RIDGE NATIONAL LABRATORY), MURRY KAVANAUGH (LAWRENCE 
LIVERMORE LABRATORY) AND JOE HAYES (INR/STA). 

3. WE WOULD PLAN TO USE WEEK AS FOLLOWS: 

MONDAY - BRIEFINGS AT EMBASSY, INITIAL CALLS ON OFFICIALS 
(MOFA, CAEC, TAIPOWER) 

TUESDAYAVEDNESDAY - VISIT TO INER AND CIST, CALL ON GEN. 

TANG 

THURSDAY - 1/2 TEAM MAKES SCHEDULED VISIT TO ORCHID IS- 
LAND, 1/2 TEAM MAKES UNSCHEDULED VISIT TO URANIUM EX- 
TRACTION PROJECT IN KAOHSIUNG 

FRIDAY - OPEN FOR POSSIBLE RETURN VISIT TO INER, FINAL 
CALL AT MOFA 

SATURDAY - WRAP-UP SESSION AT EMBASSY 

RECOGNIZING THAT IT MAY NOT BE POSSIBLE TO COMPLETE ALL 
TASKS WITHIN ONE WEEK, TEAM IS PREPARED TO STAY LONGER 
IF NECESSARY. 

4. IN INITIAL CALLS IN TAIPEI AND LUNGTAN, WE PLAN TO 
RE-EMPHASIZE NON-PROLIFERATION POLICIES, THE IMPORTANCE 
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OF ROC'S AVOIDING ANY ACTION CONTRARY TO OUR AGREEMENTS 
AND THE NEED FOR INER TO COOPERATE FULLY IN CONVERTING 
THE TRR TO LEU FUEL. WE HOPE TO HAVE SOME PRELIMINARY 
PAPERS ON THE CONVERSION ISSUE TO PRESENT TO ROC AND WE 
WOULD WISH TO DISCUSS, IN GENERAL TERMS, A US-ROC WORK 
SCHEDULE FOR TESTING THE PRACTICABILITY OF CONVERSION. 

5. WHILE AT INER, WE WOULD WISH TO REVIEW ITS RESEARCH 
PROGRAM, CONFIRM THAT CERTAIN ACTIVITIES REMAIN TER- 
MINATED, DISCUSS HEAVY WATER, REVISIT HIGH EXPLOSIVE 
TEST SITE AND CAREFULLY REVIEW INER AND CIST LASER RE- 
SEARCH. AT CIST/INER, WE WISH TO OBSERVE ENOUGH LASER 
WORK WHICH HAS APPLICATION TO ISOTOPE SEPARATION (LIS) 

TO PROVIDE A BASIS FOR BROACHING LIS ISSUE WITH ROC. 

IN ADDITION TO DRAWING UPON KAVANAUGH'S KNOWLEDGE OF PRE- 
VIOUS LASER WORK, WE ARE ATTEMPTING TO IDENTIFY OPEN 
SOURCE INFORMATION ON LASER WORK WHICH COULD BE CITED BY 
TEAM. AT THE PRESENT TIME, WE DO NOT ENVISAGE VISITING 
FACILITIES IN THE LUNGTAN AREA BEYOND THOSE VISITED IN 
JANUARY 1976. 

6. ON THURSDAY, TEAM MEMBERS WOULD LIKE TO VISIT THE 
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ORCHID ISLAND NUCLEAR WASTE DISPOSAL SITE (WHICH HAD TO 
BE DROPPED FROM THE 1977 TEAM VISIT). HALF OF THE TEAM, 

IN FACT, PLANS TO MAKE AN UNSCHEDULED VISIT THAT DAY TO 

THE AREA IN KAOHSIUNG WHERE WORK ON PILOT URANIUM EX- 
TRACTION PLANT IS BEING CONDUCTED, BUT WE DO NOT WISH 
TO ALERT ROC IN ADVANCE THAT WE INTEND TO VISIT THIS 
FACILITY. PURPOSE OF KAOHSIUNG VISIT IS TO OBSERVE 
MILITARY'S INVOLVEMENT IN URANIUM EXTRACTION WORK IN 
ORDER TO PROVIDE A BASIS FOR OBJECTING TO THIS MILITARY 
INVOLVEMENT. WHILE IN KAOHSIUNG, TEAM WOULD WISH TO DIS- 
CUSS PILOT PLANT PROJECT WITH CHINA PHOSPHATE INDUSTRIES 
COMPANY EXECUTIVES AND TO VISIT WORK SITES. WE ARE RE- 
VIEWING INFORMATION TO DETERMINE WHAT SOURCES COULD BE 
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CITED TO ROC IN REQUESTING ACCESS TO OTHER SITES (PAR- 
TICULARLY, MILITARY'S 22ND ARSENAL WHICH IS NEAR THE 
CHINA PHOSPHATE'S COMPOUND) WHERE WORK ON URANIUM EX- 
TRACTION PLANT'S MACHINERY IS BEING CONDUCTED. WOULD 
APPRECIATE EMBASSY'S RECOMMENDATION ON THIS ASPECT OF 
TRIP, PARTICULARLY ON HOW TEAM CAN GAIN ACCESS TO 22ND 
ARSENAL. ALSO, WOULD APPRECIATE GENERAL INFORMATION 
DATT, MAAG OR OTHER SOURCES MAY HAVE ON 22ND ARSENAL. 

7. WHILE TEAM FINDINGS WOULD SHAPE APPROACH TAKEN IN 
CONCLUDING CALL AT MOFA, WE ARE TENTATIVELY PLANNING TO 
FOCUS ON THREE ISSUES: QUESTIONS RAISED BY MILITARY IN- 
VOLVEMENT IN URANIUM EXTRACTION PROJECT (AND IN THE 
NUCLEAR PROGRAM IN GENERAL), THE POTENTIAL ENRICHMENT- 
RELATED APPLICATIONS OF LASER RESEARCH WORK, AND THE 
QUESTION OF HEAVY WATER PRODUCTION. WE BELIEVE THAT 
THESE POINTS LEND THEMSELVES TO A RATHER TECHNICAL PRE- 
SENTATION, AS SUGGESTED BY EMBASSY. 

8. ABOVE IS FOR EMBASSY'S INFORMATION ONLY AND SHOULD 
NOT BE CONVEYED TO ROC AT THIS TIME. DEPT WOULD AP- 
PRECIATE ANY FURTHER THOUGHTS EMBASSY MAY HAVE. WE WILL 
SEND INSTRUCTIONS ON PREPARATIONS FOR VISIT LATER WHEN 
AGREEMENT ON TRR ISSUES HAS BEEN REACHED. CHRISTOPHER 
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
